For the last two or three years, as a result of the war, 
the Superintendents of the different Training Schools for Nurses, have 
experienced more or less difficulty in securing lecturers for pupil 
nurses. 

Owing to the extra demands upon their time, the Doctors 
find it very difficult to give three or four hours a week in lecturing 
upon the same subject to pupils in the various Training Schools. With 
this in mind, the Superintendents thought that if these lectures could 
be centralized, it would mean considerable conservation of time to all 
concerned. Our chief difficulty in accomplishing this, is to secure a 
lecture room that will accommodate about 190 pupils. 

Miss Gunn, of The Toronto General Hospital, spoke to 
Dr.C.k&.Clarke in this connection. He advised communicating with you 
regarding the possibility of securing a lecture room at the University 
of Toronto, from October 1st.1918 to the second or third week in April 
1919. Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, from 4,00 to 6.00 P.M., would be 


the most satisfactory days from our standpoint, but we realize the time 


must necessarily be arranged to suit the University. 
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Needless to say, if you will grant us this privilege, 
it will be more than appreciated by the Superintendents of Training 


Schools, in Toronto.
